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Claims 17-20 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected inventions and/or species, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed 
on November 8, 2004. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 15 and 16 are again rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Rostoker. 

With regard to claim 15, Rostoker shows in Figure 7d a multiplicity of 
contacts 750 on an IC chip which have a height less than one half of their diameter and 
are thus in a flattened hemispherical shape. With regard to claim 16, standard everyday 
solder is composed of lead and tin and thus the limitation of the solder containing lead is 
considered inherent. 

The above is the exact rejection made in the previous Office Action for which 
Applicant has provided arguments. 

The "Background of the Invention" of Rostoker indicates in columns 1 and 2 that 
flip chip packages can be formed by mounting chips to a silicon substrate. Equivalence 
of bumps on chips (packages) and substrates is set forth in Rostoker column 1, line 63 
to column 2, line 50. Note that in column 2, lines 33 plus indicate that the height of a 
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solder bump is dependent on the amount of solder paste deposited. Both Figure 7d and 
Figure 1c show solder bumps with a height less than one half the solder bump diameter. 
The solder bump can be either on a chip or a substrate. Therefore the bump on the 
substrate of Figure 7d is equivalent to a bump on a pad of a chip. When solder bumps 
are on a chip they are on a pad on an active surface. Chips normally have more than 
one bump. Such is inherent.
